That should be the first consideration 
in the choosing of location or voca- 
tion. 

Stay there just now because no busi- 
ness ever had a brighter future than 
has farming at the present time. The 
costly lessons that can be learned 
through experience have been 
learned, for the most part. Food prices 
are bound to keep going up and there's 
no danger of the demand lessening. 

Stay there because it will not be 
many years until commonsense causes 
the pendulum to swing back in this 
city craze. Today tens of thousands of 
men and women who followed the lure

Asticultural Schoo! 
Notes 


Strathmore, Alberta. 
February 8th, tg15 

After writing up some notes taken 
at the Provincial Government 
School of Agriculture held at Strath- 
more recently, it has occurred to me 
that it would be well to publish 
some of the information there given 
out, since not everybody could be 
there, and it is a good planto make 
a record of information worthwhile. 

I have encouraged the Irrigation 
Staff to attend the meetings because 
it is our policy to be interested in 
everything that helps the farmer, 
and we are trying to co-operate 
with the farmers in every way poss- 
ible. ° 

Every one seemed interested in 
the remarks of Mr L. C. Smith, Ag- 
riculturalist for the O. W.R.& N.Co 
who talked so entertainingly on the 
advisability of regarding the farm 
primarily as a home, rather than 
simply a place to make money, and 
showed very convincingly the ne- 
cessity of raising a good garden 
containing the smail fruits and vege- 
tables and planting trees, milking 
cows, raising chickens and pigs and 
putting up supplies for the winter 
In other words he advocated making 
the first duty of the farmer the 
raising of practically the food need- 
ed for the living right on the farm, 
and he strongly insisted upon rais- 
ing everything that could be pro- 
duced, so that the living was a good 
one. [is interence was that health, 
happiness and material prosperity |, 
would foliow naturally, from a good 
home and on interest in improving 
the Jand.  Atterwards Mr Smith 
spoke on ‘'Dairy Cows’’, somewhat 
as tollows: 

“The profit in feeding is only on 
teed used and assimilated above the 
maintenance ration, «bout 7/10 Ibs 
of protein to 7 lbs carbo-hydrates, for 
a thousand pound cow, gives a 
maintenance ration, or in other 
words ten times as much carbohy- 
drates, as protein. Then add 5/100 
Ibs. protein and 22/100 Ibs carno- 
hydrates per pound of milk. With 
averaged price feed the line between 
profits and loss is about at the cow 
giving 20 lbs milk per day. The 
better the cow likes the feed and the 
greater the variety the better the 
result. About one third the dairy 
cow's should be succulent 
food for the best results. There 
should be some green crop of suc- 
culent food ready when the pastas: 


ration 


to drop offin her milk production 
can hardly be brought back again 
during that lactation period. A 
cheap feed is carrots or turnips with 
oat straw and a little bran, One ot 
the best feeds is an oat, pea vine, 
hay. Plow well manured ground 
ten inches deep, then plant peas, 
five inches deep, using 75 !0 80 
pounds of Canada field peas or too 
pounds of Marrowtat peas per acre, 
Atter one week seed oats at rate of 
4o to 50 pounds per acre, planted 
two inches deep. The idea is to 
have the oats and peas come to- 
gether. The hay should be cut 
when the lower pea pods turn yellow 
and the oats are just beginning to 
yellow. This hay gives splendid 
results, as it is nearly a balanced 
ration in itself, Prairie hay with 
carrots and one pound of bran for 
each five pounds of milk is a good 
ration. A good ration for a thous- 
and pound cow is 15 lbs of alfalfa, 
and 30 Ibs of ccrn silage. Mr 
Craig said his holstein cow ‘*Lady 
McKay 2nd” produced last year 
10,491 Ibs of milk, sold in Edmon- 
ton tor $2.00 per cwt and a bull 
calf sold for $300, One of his 
Holstein coiss tested 5.2% B.F. in 
her milk Good Jersey milk sold 
atthe same time for 3.60 per cwt, 
Mr Mclotyre said **Heifers should 
freshen preferably at 242 years. 
If the calves were to be saved, dry 
up the cow, six weeks or two 
months before calving and cut out 
the grain feed, using turnips and 
hay ifin the wintertime and pasture 
is not to be had, Feed lightly after 
freshening and gradually increase 
to full feed. Do not strip clean for 
several days after the calt is born.

My ex- 
perience indicates that trees grow 
about twice as fast when irrigated 
and the returns from a garden are 
greatly increased both in yield and 
variety of crop, As an example, 
strawberries and other small fruits 
yield so profusely under irrigation 
and are an uncertain crop without 
water, In my opinion it has 
been demonstrated beyond succes s- 
ful contradiction that we can grow 
three to four tons of altalfa per acre 
under irrigation and since this for- 
age crop is highin protein it makes 


probably the most valuable feed for | 


dairy cows that we can grow. I 
mean that it will make us more 
money per acre than anything else 
we can feed the cow, besides enrich- 
ing the soil for succeeding crops. 
Alfalfa should of course be fed with 
other things’ to form a_ balanced 
ratioa, for instance a tairly good 
winter ration for us considering a 
thousand pound cow giving 22 Ibs 
of milk per day, could be preport- 
ioned as follows: Alfalfa 15 Ibs; 
oat straw 15 Ibs; mangels, and 


carrots to lbs; 7 Ibs ot ground 
oats and barley. I would like 
to see some farmer who thinks 
he can beat the” returns for 
alfalfa try Mr Smith's scheme 
of planting peas and oats together 
for hay crop. I feel sure that this 
is another place where irrigation 
will double the crop under our con- 
ditions. Mr W. J, Hopkins, 
Watermaster at Winona in 1914 
made a crop that was equal to the 
oats and peas. He seeded 12% 
acres of alfalfa on fairly steep sandy 
land, and in order to keep the soil 
from washing under irrigation used 
anurse crop ot oats. The result 
was 31 big loads of alfalfa and oats 
mixed in just the right proportion 
to form nearly a balanced ration. 
The alfalfa was so thritty that Mr 
Hopkins expects a good stand and 
a profitable yield of alfalfa this year 
While we hav2 not recommended a 
nurse crep with alfalfa this experi- 
ment shows that when the land is 
inoculated and properly prepared it 
may not be necessary to lose a year’s 
returns in starting an alfalfa field. 
Please remember that in order to 
get the benefits of irrigation the 
land should be graded and smooth- 
ed Sbefore the crop is put in, and 
should be ditched at least before the 
crop hides the ground, 

While I understood Mr Smith to 
say that a cow must produce about 
20 lbs of milk per day to be profit- 
able it seems to me that under our 
conditions the actual line between 
profit and loss would be at a some- 
what smalier yield, however every 
effort should be made to get better 
cows and larger returns. I did not 
get so many notes from Mr A. H. 
Craig and Mr A. W. Mcluntyre as 
they were engaged in showing the 
types of animals, but their remarks 
seemed to me most practicable and 
valuable.
